S a n F r a n c isc o . April 9th.—Tbe Rev. 
George Morns called the Convention to 
order. The roll of delegates was then 
called, notwithstanding the protest of a 
delegate ’hat until a Committee on Cre­ 
dentials was appointed it could not be 
known who the delegates were. During 
the reading of tbe roll still another delegate 
arose and tried to attract the attention of 
the presiding officer by cries of "Sir. Chair­ 
man” and ‘‘point of order.” The Rev. Mr. 
Morris, however, paid no attention to him, 
and when the excited delegate became 
tired he quietly took his seat, only to be 
succeeded by another delegate with points 
of order, who also was ignored. 
It was left to delegate Chauncey H. Dunn 
of Sacramento to work a change in tbe 
scene. Striding to the front he held up his 
hand in a vain attempt to attract the atten­ 
tion of the presiding officer, and in an ex­ 
cited tone called: 
‘‘Mr. Chairman, Mr. Morris, I desire to 
raise a point of order.” 
Chairman Morris looked in mild surprise 
at the delegate and asked the Secretary of 
the State Central Committee to proceed 
with the reading of the roll, and told Mr. 
Dunn of Sacramento to take his seat. 
Like “Banquo’s” ghost, howes’er, Mr. 
Dunn would not down, and turning to the 
body of the Convention began an impas­ 
sioned speech, of which only the first few 
sentences were heard. 
Then 
mingled 
cheers and hisses came from all parts of 
the house. 
At length all the male mem­ 
bers and many of the lady membeis of the 
Convention were on their feet protesting 
either against the cause of Mr. Dunn or 
that of Mr. Morris. 
During the midst of the excitement Mrs. 
Emily Pitt Stevens pressed her way to tbe 
stage and advised Mrs. Dr. Spencer to start 
a song as the easiest way of quieting the 
members. The action of Mrs. Pitt Stevens, 
however, was not taken in good part, and 
one of San Francisco's delegates hurried to 
make an objection that the lady was not a 
delegate to the Convention and had no 
right to speak on the door. After this re­ 
buff the lady tried no more to calm the 
milled feelings ot members. Mr. Morris 
finally succeeded in quieting the Conven­ 
tion and asked that they respect themselves 
and the cause they represented. 
Elliott of San Joaquin here commenced 
calling for General Bidwell, and thevohe 
of Chairman Morris was lost in the ap­ 
plause which followed. Finally, discover­ 
ing that it was impossible to proceed ac­ 
cording to the plan mapped out, the pre­ 
siding officer poured oil on the troubled 
waters by saying that he had no desire to 
ran the Convention, but that the State Cen­ 
tral Committee had adopted a programme, 
which he was endeavoring to carry out. As 
it appeared that the programme was ac- 
cep'able, he would nominate General Bid- 
well as Chairman of the Convention. The 
General was elected with a cheer, and took 
his seat, and after asking the Convention to 
be a little more orderly, announced that 
the next business would be the appoint­ 
ment of a Committee on Credentials. 
In this respect the General was mis­ 
taken, for several persons were on their 
feet in a moment, protesting and calling for 
the election of Secretaries. Mr. Morris, 
from tbe State Central Committee, nomi­ 
nated C. C. Parker, of Stockton, for Secre­ 
tary, and J. H. Blanchard, of Los Angeles, 
for Assistant Secretary. Mr. Shinn, of San 
Francisco, was also nominated, but re­ 
fused to run, and the nominees of the State 
Central Committee were declared elected. 
When the Secretaries were invited to take 
their places on the platform, it was found 
that Mr. Parker was not present, and A J. 
Waterhouse, of Stockton, was elected in 
his place. 
On motion of Mr. Pedlar, of Monterev, 
tbe Chair then proceeded to name a Com­ 
mittee on Credentials. 
A motion was then made that a recess 
be taken until 2 o’clock this afternoon. Be­ 
fore it was put, however, the Committee on 
Credentials managed to get itself uni­ 
versally disliked by offering to bring in, as 
supplementary to its report, a report on 
permanent organization. The cries of dis­ 
approval that went up caused the Chair­ 
man of the Committee on Credentials to 
hastily withdraw his motion, and then an 
adjournment was taken until 2 p. m. 
At the afternoon session a dispatch was 
received from Samuel Dickey, Chairman of 
the National Convention at New York. It 
was received with cheers. In the dispatch 
were the words, “No compromise is our 
motto.” 
The Secretary read the report of the 
Committee on Credentials, and when the 
announcement was made that ’“no proxies 
be allowed,” great confusion followed. A 
number of delegates sought to have the 
clause stricken out, but failed. 
After reading the report there was an ad­ 
journment until this evening. 
At the evening session Committees on 
Organization, Platform and Resolutions 
were appointed. 
The proposition to raise funds for the- 
Nebraska movement met witn a contribu­ 
tion of $550. 
Major Elliot, of Stockton, was elected 
permanent Chairman.

S a n F r a n c isc o , April 9th.—The proceed­ 
ings of the Nationalists Convention opened 
this morning with a song bv Miss Avan- 
geline Ballou, the "Nationalists' Anthem.” 
J. H. Redstone presented the report of the 
Committee on Order of Business. The or­ 
der of business was adopted after some 
debate, and Burnette G. Haskell presented 
the report of the Committee on Organiza­ 
tion. This consisted of a series of resolu­ 
tions, which condemned existing political 
methods and the organization which con­ 
ferred power on State and county commit­ 
tees to admintster the affairs of a party. 
It was declared that the whole power to 
control party measures should reside in the 
party itsell; its officers should be servants 
and not masters. It set up, in lieu of the 
usual plan, an administrative committee, 
consisting of three delegates from each 
Congressional District. This committee is 
only to exercise such power as may be con­ 
ferred on it by the people. All original 
measures must be referred to the club9, 
and before they go into effect must be rati­ 
fied. General power is conferred on the 
committee to further the organization of 
the State, distribute tracts and organize a 
bureau of speakers. 
To maintain the 
party, a per capita tax of five cents a 
month is levied on each member of the 
party. 
Colonel Dailey moved to strike out the 
word ‘ party” in the preamble and insert 
‘’Nationalism.’ 
This was received with 
some disapproval, but it was seconded by 
Mrs. Dailey and put. 
Mr. Moore amended that the preamble 
read, ‘‘Organization of the National party 
in California. ' Both amendments were 
lost, and the platform adopted. 
When the formation of the Administrat­ 
ive Committee was reached, F. T. Cator 
moved to provide for the election of a 
Chairman-at-large, and that J. W. Hines 
be chosen. He made a speech laudatory of 
Mr. Hines, who, he sain, would organize 
the farmers in favor of Nationalism. 
This led to a protracted wrangle, by 
which the Convention got into a parlia­ 
mentary tangle that lasted for half an 
hour. 
The only feature of interest at the Con­ 
vention this afternoon was the boltof about 
forty delegates, led by F. T. Cator, arising 
from a disagreement over the recognition 
of proxies. The names of the bolters, m 
motion, were stricken from the roll. 
B. F. McClellan, of San Jose, offered a 
resolution that as the manufacture of beer 
and liquor in the United States is a menace 
to the whole people, it should be under the 
control of the Government, and that no 
more than one place should be established 
in any town where liquors may be sold, 
and that all the revenue derived therefrom 
be turned into the Government for the es­ 
tablishment of schools for the youths of 
both sexes. 


FO U N D ER S A R E C O N F ID E N T . 


F ou rteen o f th e Im p orted E astern ers A re 
H ard a t W ork . 
S a n F ra n c is c o , April 9th.—A very quiet 
time was spent by the strikers this morn­ 
ing. and nothing of any special moment 
manifested itself or was reported at head­ 
quarters up to noon. The strikers are 
greatly encouraged over the tidings which 
are being received from the .headquarters 
of the International Union at the East, 
which is said to have finally acknowledged 
the surpassing importance of the local 
strike, and propose to concentrate their en­ 
ergies to bring out a triumphal conclusion 
for tbe K cal workmen. It is reported that 
eighteen strikes which 
have 
been 
in 
Erogress in various parts of the East are to 
e "called off,” so that more assistance can 
be sent to tne San Francisco Union. It is 
reported abo that the San Francisco Union 
has been the most loyal in its obedience to 
the rules and decisions of the International 
body of any in the United States, and as a 
reward for their past devotion the main 
body has resolved to sustain it to the last. 
Tbe actual number of men whom the 
founders brought from the East to work in 
the shops was thirty-three. Of these, four­ 
teen deserted on arriving at Oakland, four 
deserted after reaching the Risdon, and one 
later from the Union, leaving fourteen good 
workmen at work, of whom eight are at 
the Union, four at the Fulton and two at 
the City Iron Works. 
The foundrymen 
think that all of these fourteen men will 
remain, and do not believe that the efforts 
of the strikers to get them to leave their 
employment 
will be 
successful. 
The 
founders all profess to be elated over the 
prospects of the strike. “It is surelv a 
failure,” was the remark of Mr. Kerr, of 
the Occidental, this morning, “and if you 
were aware of what was transpiring in the 
ranks of the strikers you would be'as sure 
of it as we are,” he said. 
It is understood that orders have been 
sent to Philadelphia for another lot of 
Eastern molders, and the founders be­ 
lieve that they will be able, with the ex­ 
perience just gained, to get a crowd of men 
who will hang to their agreements. It is 
said that the founders will make no claim 
on the men brought out here for tneir rail­ 
road fare if they only stay bv the shops as 
they have agreed to.

P it t s b u r g , April 9th.—Western Penn­ 
sylvania was visited by a severe rain, wind 
and eiectric storm this morning. Great 
damage was done and at least two lives 
lost. In this city a number of houses were 
struck- by lightuiug aud several persons 
stunned, but D ot seriously. Rain tell in 
torrents, flooding cellars anti causing the 
small streams to overflow. 
At West Elizabeth twochildren of George 
Beattie were drowned while crossing Lobbs 
Run. 
At Indiana a fionring mill was struck by 
lightning and burned. 
In Westmorland county rain fell in tor­ 
rents for two hours, and’ all the streams 
overfiowetl their banks and much propertv 
was washed away. 
At Pennsylvania station a number of 
families were compelled to vacate their 
houses. 
Up Manor valley the greatest damage 
was done. Most ot the bridges were car­ 
ried away, and the Manor Valley Railway 
was badly washed out. 
The county roads 
are deeply gutted, rendering travel danger­ 
ous. 
AtTyron the Juniata river is over its 
banks, houses and lots are inundated, and 
the people compelled to move. 
In Cambria county the Conemaugh river 
and Stony creek are again raging, and the 
lower portion of Johnstown is under water. 
Several bridges have been washed awav, 
and operations at the mills are suspendeii. 
At 8 o’clock to-night the water was two feet 
deep in the telegraph office. 


LIVES LOST IN OHIO. 


A k r o n (O ), April 9th.—A terrific wind­ 
storm visited Springfield township last 
night, doing considerable damage. Several 
farm-houses and out-buildings were demol­ 
ished and the crops ruined. Two or three 
people were slightly injured. 
Later reports show the storm most severe 
about two miles northwest of Sharon, in 
Wayne county. In ten minutes it leveled 
everything in its track over six miles of 
farm lands, for a width oí thirty rods, de­ 
molished a dozen buildings, killed one 
man, fatally injured a man and woman, 
and seriously hiirt others. Old trees were 
cut down like corn-stalks. The storm first 
struck the farm of James Hartman. From 
there it went to 
three other 
farms 
in 
a 
direct 
line. 
tearing 
up 
everything in its path. The occupants of 
buildings are escaping by seeking reluge in 
cellars. 
Then after cutting a swath 
through 
nearly a mile of timber land the tornado 
struck the farm of Christian Wall, tearing 
the bam to pieces and tipping a two-story 
dwelling over on its side. Matthew Brom­ 
ley’s barn was carried several rods and 
dashed to splinters, Mr. Bromley being 
fatally injured. The storm then visited 
the farm of Hugh Franks, where the de­ 
struction was complete, the house and out­ 
buildings being shattered to fragments. 
Franks was killed and his wife fatally in­ 
jured. 
After this the tornado evidently rose 
high in the air and jumping over the 
southern part of the city dropped down in 
Springfield township with the result men­ 
tioned above. 
From there the storm 
trailed along into Starke county, leaving 
debris scattered over a stretch of fifteen 
miles. The loss amounts to many thou­ 
sand dollars. This is the first tornado or 
cyclone which has ever visited this sec­ 
tion. 
The latest from the scene of the cyclone 
at Sharon gives the destruction greater than 
first reported. L. M. Fulmer’s house was 
blown over, and Fulmer was carried 150 
feet into a wheat field and struck by tim­ 
bers, and is in a precarious condition. 
Brambley’s barn was carried from the 
foundation, leaving eight horses in the 
stalls. Brambley was carried several rods 
by the storm and crushed under the falling 
timbers. He received fatal injuries. 


DESTRUCTION IN ILLINOIS. 


C h i«:ag o, April 9th.—A terrible wind and 
rain-storm swept down upon the suburban 
village of Highland Park late last night 
and did great damage to property. The 
Catholic Church was blown over, crashing 
the dwelling houses of Martin Blettel and 
Michael Rafferty. Several other buildiDgs 
were badly wrecked, but no one was seri­ 
ously injured. The entire fronts of several 
stores were blown in, and the tin roof of a 
big block was ripped off and banged about 
the streets for several minutes, creating no 
end of terror. Consiilerable itamage was 
also done at Lake Forest. 


i n t h b o l d d o m in io n . 


R ic h m o n d (Va.), April 9th.—A violent 
gale accompanied by a heavy rain did 
great damage to frail buildings to-night, 
and several people were slightly injured. 


R o a n o k e (Va.), April 9th.—A tornado 
passed over tbis section of the State this 
evening. In this city the cast-house at the 
Crczier Iron Works was demolished. Three 
laborers were killed and one fatally hurt. 
Nearly a hundred buildings in the course 
of erection were totally demolished. The 
Salem furnace was blown down and one 
man slightly hurt. The loss here will be 
over $100,000. 


JOHNSTOWN AGAIN FLOODED. 


J o h n s t o w n (Pa.), April 9th.—A terrific 
windstorm to-day caused the Conemaugh 
river to rise rapidly and a large part of tha 
town is flooded, but at 9 p. m . the highest 
point seems to have been reached. The 
whole borough of Woodvale is flooded to a 
depth of from two to four feet. The lower 
floors of from sixty or seventy buildings 
are covered with water. 
The gas works are flooded and there is 
no light to night, except lamps and can­ 
dles. The bridges have all been wasned 
out, excepting the Pennsylvania Railroad 
bridge, which is the ouly means of com­ 
munication with the other side. Consider­ 
able damage has been done to the Cambria 
Mills. It is thought the water will recede 
to-morrow. 
DOWN IN GEORGIA. 
Columbus, April 9th.—A tornado, swept 
this vicinity this afternoon and damaged 
much property in this city. Several vil­ 
lages in eastern Alabama were ais» badly 
damaged. No fatalities are reported. 


IN CANADA.

^’hile thev were 
negotiating with the representatives of :he- 
t tgarmakers Union with a view to joining 
that body, two of their leaders were ar­ 
rested on a charge of intimidation. 
Important developments in favor of the- 
striking carpenters were learned to-night. 
A committee of non-union master carpen­ 
ters called on the Strike Committee this- 
evening and hart a length'.1 conference. 
There are 1,500 or t;600 of these small 
bosses in the city, employing nearly, if not ’ 
quite, half the journeymen, and they ob­ 
ject to the 110 large bosses, who compose 
the Builders' Exchange, monopolizing and 
controlling all the business. 
They proposeti to the men to form an 
alliance with tbe strikers-. They are and 
have been, willing to grant the men’s de­ 
mands, but the action of the Association 
masters has locked tlafm out. This they 
resent, and a meeting has been called for 
to-morrow to form an Association. 
One of their leaders said late to-night, 
“ You can say that within a day or two the 
non-Association bosses will have all these 
men at work again at (Tnion rates and 
hours, while the Carpenters and Builders' 
Association will find itself reduced to the 
necessity of coming to the strikers' terms, 
or remaining without help." 
This arrangement, if made, will result 
in more than half the strikers going back 
aud will strengthen the cause of the others 
immensely.

The retirem ent of Governor Stanford 
from the Presidency of the Southern P a­ 
cific Company is not a m atter that in any 
respect affects the interests of that com­ 
pany or the relation of the corporation to 
transj-ortation interests, or the people of 
th e State. 
It is, in fact, more formal than 
otherwise, and is in line with a desire long 
entertained by the Governor. 
The syndi­ 
cate which constructed the first transcon­ 
tinental railroad, and which built up and 
has m aintained the great railway system 
of the State, and largely of the coast, 
more than any sim ilar organization im ­ 
pressed their thought npon the m aterial 
interests of the country. 
In the concep­ 
tion and heroic execution of the far-seeing- 
ing scheme that has given California the 
splendid system of railroads it now enjoys, 
the combination referred to, acting as an 
association, merged the individuality of 
the members into an undistinguishable 
personality. 
So it comes about that the 
names of Messrs. H untington, Stanford, 
Crocker and H opkins are 
indissolubly 
United, irrevocably linked for all time 
w ith the great enterprise of which they 
were the founders. 
I t was by conjoint ac­ 
tion, by united purpose and steadfast faith 
in their undertakings, that they accom­ 
plished the great works for which they 
have been and are justly distinguished. 
H ence it is that no consideration of the 
development and upbuilding of the State 
and coast is possible that does not embrace 
the joint labors, the executive capacity 
and the far-seeing wisdom associated in­ 
separably with those names. 
W hen therefore one of the survivors of 
the little band th at laid the lines and 
built the superstructure of the California 
svstem of railways takes up the Presi­ 
dency of the board of control that another 
la^s down, it is not an event that marks 
an epoch in the history of Pacific coast 
•.ransportation interests, or that in any way 
• hatever will affect their future history, 
far the mere change of positions in the 
Board of Direction does not reflect change 
ci policy, or mean the w ithdraw al from 
the great industry of auy surviving mem- 
i-er of the syndicate that gave birth to, 
nd whose genius has brought the railroad 
s- tem to its present high standard. 
T hat 
s to say, there is no dissolution of part­ 
nership, no dissipation of strength, no 
severance of the ties that have bound 
these men hand and heart, these rnauv 
years in the prosecution of the great en­ 
terprises th at have had sucli a mighty in­ 
fluence in shaping the destiny and devel­ 
oping the em pire of State upon the Pacific 
coast. 
The Presidency of the Southern 
Pacific Company has not really been a 
m atter of personality; it has resided, as it 
will continue to do, in the unanimous con­ 
currence of the great leading proprietors 
of the roads. 
U nder such a compact and 
trength-creating system official position 
..as had less significance than in any other 
railroad directorate in the entire country. 
Governor Stanford remains upon the 
Board of Directors. 
H is voice will be 
w hat it has been in the company as one 
of the D irectors; his masterly executive 
ability and his far-seeing wisdom, con­ 
jointly w ith his associates, will continue 
to be felt in the government of the great 
nterests that are so closely related to the 
prosperity and growth 
oí 
the 
State. 
R elief from the duties of presiding officer 
will give Covernor Stanford more tim e to 
forward the great industrial and educa­ 
tional schemes with which his name is 
linked and that so nearly concern the 
welfare of the State. 
The resjiect and 
gratitude of many thousands of people 
who know him, and the many otiier 
thousands who know of him , will accom­ 
pany him in his partial retirem ent. 
W ere it not that it would make this ar­ 
ele too extended, it would he a very 
gratifying task to refer at length to the 
position <i .vernor Stanford holds in the 
hearts and the esteem of the people of 
this S tate: to refer somewhat extendedly 
to the many great enterprises in w hich he 
has interested himself, with a view to 
developing the State, and securing it a 
heritage of wealth, industry and intelli­ 
gence that will make California known 
proudly to the ends of the earth, and 
secure for her a lofty place among the 
commonwealths of the world. 
But since 
the mere change of official position from 
one to another of the syndicate of railroad 
promoters is not of special significance, a 
more appropriate occasion for a review of 
th e services of Governor I.eland Stanford 
to his adopted State will ofler and he 
availed of. 


Mr. C. I*. H untington, who relieves 
G overnor Stanford of the duties of pre­ 
siding officer 
of 
the Southern Pacific 
Company, has, as already stated, been in­ 
separably related to the railroad interests 
of the State and coast since their incep­ 
tion, and in the syndicate of railroad 
builders which merged the individuality 
of its members, he has been, from the out­ 
set, one of the directing minds. 
Person­ 
ally it is to lie said of Mr. H untington 
th at he is the first financial genius, the 
strongest executive mind, and has the 
broadest and most comprehensive abilities 
of living 
Americans. 
The 
indication 
is, 
<oy 
newspaper 
reports, 
that 
be will make California his residence, 
since his earliest trium phs are part and 
parcel of the history of the State, and his 
duties as President will require him to be 
here very much of his time. 
The people 
of the '•tate will therefore l>e gainers by 
liis assumption of more active duties in 
the Southern Pacific Company w ithin the 
State, so that while transportation inter­ 
ests are to be in no wise affected by the 
change of position w ithin the directory of 
the company, the State loses nothing so 
far as Governor Stanford’s relief from the 
duties of presiding oflicer are concerned, 
w hile it gains much by the more im medi­ 
ate protection of the genius of Mr. H unt­ 
ington into the industrial and financial 
affairs of California business life. 


KILLING OFF THE SPIRIT OF IMPROVE­ 
MENT. 


W ith the opening of the year the con­ 
viction was unanimous in Sacram ento that 
there ought to be and should be extensive 
street improvement. 
The severity of the 
w inter, the inability of the people of the 
country to pass into the city after reach­ 
ing its borders, the hsudi-cap to locomo­ 
tion w ithin the city, the general useless- 
nes- of the streets during the winter, and 
the m arked depreciatory effect of these 
conditions upon property and industrial 
interests, to say nothing of the inconveni­ 
ence incident to impassible highways, pro­ 
duced the judgm ent that there must be 
and should be radical reform. 
W hat is the situation now? 
T he spirit 


o f street im provem ent is practically dead 


or dying. 
W hat has brought about this 
marvelous change in so short a time ? Not 
' the natural mending of the streets by the 
cessation of the heavy ra in s; not the con­ 
viction th at improvement should not be 
pushed forw ard; not the idea th at the 
cost is too great—no, but simply the in­ 
volvement of the public mind with an­ 
other and wholly disconnected question, 
that of the Bond Commission. 
W e undertake to say th at if the bitter­ 
est enemies of the city had set about to 
devise a scheme to crush out enterprising 
spirit and discourage and kill oil the reso­ 
lution to improve our streets, they could 
uot have evolved a better means than has 
been employed, unw ittingly perhaps, un­ 
wise beyond question, by citizens and pub­ 
lic influences that are supposed to have 
the best interests of the city at heart, but 
whose misdirected zeal has resulted dis­ 
astrously to the interests of the people at 
large, and suggested th e suspicion that 
that result may have been intended from 
the beginning by non-resident creditors of 
the city. 


Sacramento never was in a better posi­ 
tion than th a t of a month ago to make a 
long step forward. 
Tiie people were ready 
for it: a company of public-spirited citizens 
had formed to secure to the people neces­ 
sary street improvement at the lowest pos­ 
sible cost. 
The resolution to make our 
streets fine highways had beeii taken, 
everyone thought, irrevocably. 
Public 
meetings were held and enthusiastically 
carried on; indeed, there was actual and 
most gratifying strife as to which highways 
should first be made passable to the east 
and the north boundaries of the city. 
E verything was moving forward w ith as 
clear and strong assurance of success as 
was ever given to any public movement. 
The only things th at stayed the feet of pro­ 
gress were the meteorological conditions 
and the desire of the people in new im ­ 
provements to escape the rapacity of the 
rings th at have controlled street work and 
made it cost in the past about twice what 
it should. 
To meet this difficulty a num ­ 
ber of citizens came forward and put up 
$26,000 capital and formed the company 
referred to, through which street work 
could be done at greatly reduced figures, 
and the full benefits of concerted efforts be 
secured to every property-owner. 
These 
citizens asked no return upon their invest­ 
ment, no reward for personal labor, but 
were willing to buy m achinery aud appli­ 
ances to enable street work to be done by 
wholesale and at rem arkably low figures, 
and they did not even ask interest upon 
the investm ent. 
A t this juncture the devil put it into 
the heart of some one to suggest that it 
was a good time to make the bond ques­ 
tion cut some figure in the case. 
The 
proposition th at the city at large should 
pay the cost of street work to the extent of 
a sum equal to the cost of constructing in ­ 
tersections, a proposition wise and rightly 
advised, appears to have loosed the bolts 
of a casket of curses and sent them w hirl­ 
ing through the m unicipal air. 
Some one 
added to the misery of the hour by asking 
why the city should not pay all the cost. 
A nother proposed to borrow the necessary 
money for the city’s share from the Bond 
Commissioners. 
Public intelligences that 
ought to have had more wisdom than to 
stir up the hornet's nest that the opening 
of the bond question always develops, be­ 
gan to whelm the city in a debate of how 
to get and how to use the money of the 
Commission. 
Then followed long and in ­ 
volved explanations of the condition of 
the city debt, how it could he paid, how it 
could lie extended, by w hat means the 
accumulated funds of the Commission 
could he got at, and so on, until the public 
mind was bewildered and befogged and 
disgusted. 
Men talked of it in m arket­ 
places and on the street corners, and the 
more they debated the more confused they 
became. 
The Commission came forward 
w ith a statem ent of the terms on which it 
would lend money. 
These terms were 
taken up and debated, and amendments 
suggested and threatened, until the talk 
ran in the direction of compelling the 
Commission to do something it declared it 
would not do. 
This insanity was supple­ 
mented by chatter about abolishing the 
Commission, when half a gill of sense 
should teach any one that the city has no 
power to abolish the Commissiou even if it 
were advisable to do so. 
Meetings were 
held, and instead of discussing the best 
and 
speediest 
methods of “getting to 
work” on the streets, the long weary 
hours were worn away in discussion of the 
value of a bond in futurity, and in the 
vain etibrt to find an unknown quantity 
by the algebraic processes of people who 
told each other th at they did not know 
what they were talking ab o u t; and gener­ 
ally the expression was justified. 


W hereas at one meeting of I-street prop- 
erty-owners the Court-house was crowded 
but recently and enthusiasm for im prove­ 
ment ruled the hour, and the unanimous 
sentim ent was that the street must be im­ 
proved, after the pestiferous bond ques­ 
tion was lugged into public thought and 
debate, and the people had been tangled 
up by projwsitions how to improve and 
make somebody else foot the bill, a second 
meeting for the same street drew out a 
dozen people—several of them opposing any 
improvement at all. 
But a hare majority 
was finally induced to reluctantly consent 
to a makeshift device for a serviceable 
roadway, and that was the end of improve­ 
ment on that street, for no one is now so 
foolish as to expect to ever hear of the 
proposition to properly improve the street, 
again. 


Let the people understand th a t the sur­ 
est way to kill off local energy is to de­ 
stroy self-reliance, and therefore self help­ 
fulness, by educating the community that 
someone else should do the duty the peo­ 
ple are themselves charged with. 
A 
month ago the citizens of Sacramento 
were prepared and willing on many streets 
to improve by beginning to improve. W ith 
the advance of the idea that the money can 
1* squeezed out of the Bond Commission no 
one is willing to foot the bills for a .-ingle 
yard of street improvement. 
Let the peo­ 
ple understand th at the surest way to kill 
a town is by constantly “trotting out” its 
skeletous to the view of outsiders. 
This whole bond question ought to re­ 
pose in silence. 
It is in good hands. The 
Funded 
1 *ebt Commission has done well 
and deserves the thanks of the people for 
its laliors. 
If left alone, and the law is 
■ obeyed, the city debt will lie wiped out 
through the agency of the Commission in 
a short time, comparatively, and within 
four years it wili he of so little inconveui- 
ence as to cease to bother us. 
The II kc- 


o r p-U nion is convinced of the wisdom of 
j the sinking fund scheme as it was from 
j the hour of the creation of the Commis- 
' sion in 1S72 ; that it w3s good policy for 
: the city, and th at the plan of the Act cre­ 
ating th at body de-erves the confidence 
and support of the people. 
But in no 


event can the city affect the Commission, 
j It cannot abolish it nor compel it to lend 
its money, nor dictate terms to it, nor 
promote its labors by assailing it and 
questioning the motives of its members. 
The short way out of the debt is through 
the Commission’s operations, and it is folly 
to attempt to interrupt them by street or 
newspaper debate or public meetings or de­ 
bates. To the Legislature alone is the Com­ 
mission answerable for its existence and its 
continnance. If the bond question must 
vex the soul, let it at least rest until the 
Legislature assembles. 
, 
In the present condition of affairs in 
Sacramento the outlook for street im prove­ 
ment is cloudy— we do not say hopeless. 
But it will be unless these side issues are 
dropped at once and faces are resolutely 
set towards action on the straightforw ard 
line 
of accomplishment. 
There will be 
nothing done unless there is some repose 
of confidence and a great reduction in the 
“chatter” about bonds. 
T he value of a 
bond ten years hence or now has nothing 
whatever to do w ith the present need for 
better streets. 
The shifting of street-im- 
provement payment from one shoulder to 
another will not produce the coin for the 
work. 
The doubt and mean suspicion that 
every man who proposes something for the 
public good has an ax to grind will kill off 
public spirit effectually in any city. W hen 
some one advances a proposition for pub­ 
lic weal, and his fellows begin to ask 
“what is he going to make out of it, and 
how much of an advertisem ent will it be 
for him ?” it can be set down th at public 
spirit is subordinate to mean selfishness in 
th at community. 
There are men by the 
score in this city who honestly, and with 
no thought of advantage, desire to benefit 
the town in which they live. 
Numbers of 
these have united with the company al­ 
ready referred to, and pledged their credit 
on the faith th at the people would go 
to work upon the streets. 
These men 
ought to be encouraged to continue in 
well-doing and not to abandon the scheme. 
In the meantime let the bond skeleton be 
retired to its closet, for it assuredly needs 
“a rest.” 
Then let im provem ent go for­ 
ward. 
If the city is to pay its share, let 
it procure the money as do other bodies 
th at have need of advances. 
In any event, 
let the idea of doing something with noth­ 
ing be abandoned, and by all means let 
useless debate about the Impossible cease. 


T h e Peruvian Government acted not 
only prom ptly in imprisoning Plerola, the 
revolutionist, but wisely.

Peru has suffered as has scarcely any other 
American State from the contentions of 
rival politicians, and her people are now 
in a frame of mind to put a speedy ending 
to all revolutionists whose sole desire is 
personal power.

THE EELCHEE-PATTEESON SQUABBLE 
IS FINALLY SETTLED. 


Lively Set-to B etw een M r. T eb b ets and 
C h airm an Boa»—B oth Get 


V ery W ratliy. 


T he B oard of Supervisors m et again yes­ 
terday forenoon, all the m em bers being 
present. 
T he C om m ittee on C ontracts m ade its re­ 
port regarding the bids opened a t T uesday’s 
session tor the painting of th e C ounty H os­ 
pital. 
T he com m ittee recom m ended th at 
th e contract be aw arded to P atrick N ash, 
h is being the lowest of the bids offered, 
nam ely, $1,480. 
T he petition ot J . Goslin for assistance 
from th e B oard to rep air the road from 
Sw inderm an's old corner to G oslin’s slough 
w as referred to th e C om m ittee on R oads 
and Bridges. 
T he n ex t m atter on th e calendar was the 
B elcher-Patterson squabble, w hich took up 
so m uch of the B oard’s tim e on Tuesday. 
T his tim e Mrs. B elcher was accom panied 
by attorney A. L. H art, w ho did all the 
talk in g for her, besides laying dow n a few 
legal propositions to th e B oard w hich 
p retty cleurly dem onstrated th at Mrs. B el­ 
cher’s com plaint against Patterson, of n a r­ 
row ing the Sheldon road unlaw fully, was 
w ell founded. 
P atterson was no t present, so an o th er 
set-to betw een him and M rs. B elcher was 
denied th e Board. 
A fter cousiderable discussion, Supervisor 
B ates m oved th a t the w idth of th e road be 
declared sixty feet (the w idth w hich Mrs. 
Belcher claim ed it should be), and that 
th e Road Overseer of th a t district be in ­ 
structed to rem ove all obstructions. 
T he m otion was carried and th is ended 
th e w arfare. ■ 
T he com m ittee appointed to invsstigate 
th e petition of th e Folsom W ater Pow er 
Com pany, to have certain streets in Folsom 
closed, so th at som e ditches m ight be con­ 
structed, reported in favor of granting the 
prayer oi the petitioners. 
T he recom m en­ 
dation was acted favorably upon by th e 
Board. 
Recess. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
A t th e afternoon session R ichard Dale 
appeared before th e Board in behalf of the 
H ow ard B enevolent A ssociation, and re ­ 
quested that the m onthly donation of $350 
w hich has of late been m ade by the county 
be continued for three m onths longer. 
’ 
T he request was granted. 
Road Overseer W arren of D istrict No. 10 
was the n e x t person to address th e Board, 
and his address caused alm ost as m uch 
tribulation as did the B elcher-Patterson 
collision on Tuesday. 
Mr. W arren m ade a sim ple request th at 
he be allow ed to in cu r an indebtedness of 
$000, so es to m ake certain necessary re­ 
pairs on his road. 
T he funds of his dis­ 
trict were exhausted, he said, and th e work 
had to be done. 
Supervisor Tebbets raised a row im m e­ 
diately by referring to th e irregularities of 
som e R oad Overseers, and concluded by 
calling th e attention of th e B oard to a reso­ 
lution draw n up recently by him self and 
adopted by the Board, the effect of w hich 
w as to prevent Road Overseers from ru n ­ 
n ing the county in to debt indiscrim inately. 
C hairm aa Ross dropped h is cigar, and 
shaking his linger at Mr. Tebbets, said 
th at the Board had never had any trouble 
u n til th at resolution had been introduced. 
‘‘I d o n 't know w hat th at resolution was 
intended for,” he said; “ I never did know, 
an d I do n ’t suppose I ever w ill be able to. 
I do n ’t see any sense in it a t all.” 
“ T h at's pretty good,” retorted M r. T eb­ 
bets. 
“ If you were a m an of business, 
you w ould see the sense of it.” 
“ T h at's all rig h t,” said the C hairm an; 
“ I know enough about business to get 
along.” 
“ It d o n 't look like it,” said Tebbets. 
“ N ow ," said Mr. Ross, picking up his 
cigar agkia, “ the wav I look at t h is 
-” 
“ YotPufeve got to look at it legally,” in ­ 
terrupted Tebbets. 
A t this point Mr. G reer took a h an d in 
th e m atter and restored peace tem porarily 
by m aking a long speech about road busi­ 
ness in general. 
B ut it was not long before hostilities 
were renew ed. 
As soon as C hairm an Ross got a chance 
to speak be reverted to T ebbets’ boasted 
resolution, and said th at alm ost w ithout 
exception the R oad-iuasters 
considered 
th a t the resolution in tim ated th at they 
w ere all thieves. 
T hen Mr. Tebbets was m ad. H e bounded 
to his feet, and glared om inously at the 
C hairm an. 
“M r. R css,” h e said, “you are 
th e C hairm an of this B oard, b ut I call you 
to order for th at rem ark. 
As long as you 
sit in th at chair, sir, you m ust be a gentle­ 
m an. 
T he gentlem an w ho m oved for the 
adoption of that resolution, as well as m y ­ 
self, do not propose to sit here and allow 
you to use such language. T h at resolution, 
sir, was for the purpose of protecting the 
tax-payers. and in no way was a reflection 
upon the honesty of the Road-m asters." 
M r. Tebbets stopped to take breath, but 
resum ed his tirade, w hen M r. Ross ex ­ 
hibited prem onitions of m aking a w rathy 
reply. 
Mr. Tebbets talked for som e tim e, 
but gradually cooled off as he proceeded, 
u n til by the tim e he had finished Mr. Ross 
forgot w hat he was going to say in reply. 
Mr. G reer ended the m atter by m oving 
th at M r. W arner be allow ed to go ahead 
w ith th e proposed w ork, and th at it be paid 
for as tar as possible out of th e road poll- 
taxes collected. 
T his was carried and th e B oard ad- 
jouned.

B ernardino, P om ona and R iverside. 
To a 
R ecord-U nion reporter he said : 
“ T he m eeting of th e State A ssociation 
was a grand snccess and was the largest in 
n um bers ever held in th e State. 
T he N or­ 
m al School is in excellent condition. 
T he 
schools of P asadena present som e of the 
best w ork in 
th e various 
departm ents 
w hich I have found in the State. 
T his is 
largely due to the efficiency and zeal of 
th eir Superintendent, W . S. Monroe. 
"T h e Pom ona schools, under the Princi- 
palsbip of F . A. M olineaux. are in a m ost 
prosperous condition, though th e accom ­ 
m odations are no t w hat tbey should be 
nor w hat they w ill be as soon as their 
school bonds can be m ade available. 
“ T he schools of R iverside, under P ro ­ 
fessor T w ining’s supervision, appeared to 
good advantage. 
T he people there are 
particularly proud of th eir line $50,000 
school building, recently erected. 
“ W e visited, in com pany 
w ith Jo h n 
B row n, Jr., P resident of the School Board, 
each class in th e San B ernardino schools. 
W e found everything m oving in a m ost 
satisfactory m anner. 
Mr. R ichardson is 
the P rincipal, and took pleasure in show ­ 
ing us through the room s, w hich exhibited 
abun d an t evidences of good w ork. 
The 
A m erican flag was to be hoisted last F ri­ 
day w ith appropriate cerem onies. 
" I visited th e Los Angeles O rphan A sy­ 
lum and tne Los A ngeles O rphans’ H om e, 
and found both well cared for.^The O rphan 
A sylum has poor accom m odations, but it 
w ill soon occupy a new, fine brick b u ild ­ 
ing, costing $125,000. T he O rphans’ H om e 
has m oved into new and com m odious 
quarters since m y last visit. 
A n ex am in a­ 
tion of these in stitu tio n s m ade m e feel 
m ore th an ever th at th e m oney allow ed 
them by the State is productive of m uch 
good. 
“ Last week I spent tw o days at th e M a­ 
rin C onnly In stitu te. 
W hen I arrived at 
San Rafael on M onday I found the entire 
In stitu te, including m em bers of th e C ounty 
B oard of E ducation, undergoing a w ritten 
exam ination in the school law, w hich was 
conducted by S uperintendent F urlong. 
I 
exam ined som e of the papers as they were 
com pleted, and I am confident th at there 
are no teachers better posted on the school 
law th an those in M arin county. 
T he peo­ 
ple of San Rafael gave the teachers a p u b ­ 
lic reception. 
T he exercises of th e In sti­ 
tute, as arranged by S uperintendent F u r­ 
long. were enthusiastic. 
Professor L. D. P. 
Lyle and Professor M onroe, Superintendent 
of Schools at Pasadena, conducted very in ­ 
teresting exercises. 
“ T he Sonom a C ounty In stitu te was held 
at H ealdsburg, and the people of the tow n 
were equally interested w ith the teachers 
d uring the w hole session. 
T hey turned 
out one thousand strong, and gave the 
teachers a grand reception. 
D aring the 
evening lectures stauding-room was at a 
prem ium in th e large theater, the audience 
ranging from eight to nine hundred. 
Mrs. 
M aitin, the County Superintendent, pre­ 
siding over the fourth county in the State 
in its n u m b er of teachers, conducted af­ 
fairs w ith ease, dignity and ability, resu lt­ 
ing in credit to herself and satisfaction to 
all concerned. 
“Of th e 194 teachers in th e county, 189 
were present.

STATE PRISON DIRECTORS. 


T hey A w ard th e Stone C o n tract to D aniel 
S heerin. 
T he State B oard o f Prison D irectors m et 
in this city last evening in th e parlors of 
th e G olden E agle H otel. 
T here were pres­ 
ent D irectors D evlin, Sonntag, De Pue, 
Craig and R gddy. 
Secretary of State H e n ­ 
dricks, W arden A ull and C ontractor D an 
iel Sheerin w ere also present. 
T he first business taken ap was th e prop­ 
osition of M r. Sheerin to w ork a basalt 
quarry at San Q uentin, paying the State 10 
cents a ton for th e rock taken out and 
agreeing to 
relinquish th e sam e at any 
tim e th e Prison D irectors see fit. 
C hairm an Devlin said he was not present 
at the last m eeting of th e D irectors, but had 
been given to understand th a t the Board 
had advertised for bids for lettin g the 
q u arry and had received but one byl—th at 
o f Mr. Sheerin. 
D irector R eddy stated th at such was the 
case. Due notice, he added, h ad been given 
to all stone m en th a t th e term s of th e con­ 
tract w ere in the han d s of 
th e clerk 
of the Board. 
Several stone m en had 
com plained th at they were not aw are of 
this, and one even insinuated th at the 
B oard was not dealing fairly and openly 
w ith th em —th at it favored S heerin. 
“ A l­ 
though som e of the m em bers of th is Board 
differ as to the policy of letting this con­ 
tract,” concluded Mr.’ R eddy, "w e all are 
satisfied th at all prospective bidders were 
treated alik e.” 
A vote on aw arding th e contract to M r. 
S heerin was th en called for. 
Directora D evlin, Craig and Reddy voted 
in the affirm ative, w hile D irectors S onntag' 
and De P u e voted in the negative. 
Mr. Sonntag explained his vote at length. 
H e considered S heerin's bid of ten cents 
per ton too low altogether, and said it was 
giving th e q uarry aw ay for a song. 
O ther 
stonem en paid $1 per ton for th eir rock. 
H e said he had investigated th e m atter to 
som e extent and had found th a t th e stone 
at this particular qu arry was of a very fiDe 
quality. 
H e considered th e qu arry very 
valuable to the State. 
It w ould be needed 
in the new buildings w hich it will be neces­ 
sary to construct in and about th e prison 
grounds 
and 
should 
not 
be 
sold. 
In a couple of years the quarries w ould 
be w orked out and the State would be com ­ 
pelled to purchase stone at high figures 
from other sources. 
Mr. Sonntag con­ 
cluded by saying th at he did not like the 
talk and new spaper com m ent regarding 
th e stone ring, and all that. 
It was not 
know n w hat price Sheerin w ould sell the 
stone for, or w hether he was going in to 
fight th e ring, or an y th in g about it. 
B ut 
at the sam e tim e the State w ould be better 
served, he thought, if the qu arry was kept 
for its ow n use. 
Mr. De P ue m ade a sim ilar explanation 
of his vote. 
M r. R eddy m ade a speech, too. 
H e did 
not th in k there was any danger of the 
qu arry being w orked out, and considered 
th at th e State was getting about all the 
rock was w orth. 
If other persons paid $1 
per ton for rock, w hy d id n 't they p ut in a 
bid of 13 cents for th is San Q uentin rock, 
and th u s get it aw ay from Sheerin? 
T he m otion was declared carried, and 
the contract was draw n up an d signed by 
M r. Sheerin and the Board. 
The Board then transacted som e routine 
business fo r,h alf an h o u r—auditing bills 
and the like. 
Before adjourning the salary of D eputy 
W arden Robinson of the Folsom P rison 
was increased to $150 per m onth, upon the 
recom m endation of W arden A ull. 
Mr. 
Aull also m ade a statem ent to the Board in 
regard to th e w ork done for th e State by 
the Folsom W ater Pow er C om pany. 
H e 
said th at th e com pany had been doing all 
the hauling for th e prison free of charge, 
and had also been furnishing granite from 
its quarry w hen needed. 
Now th at the 
new pow er house was about to be con­ 
structed. increased 
facilities 
w ould 
be 
needed, b ut th e com pany was not w illing 
to do any m ore w ork free of charge; it 
w anted a reasonable com pensation. 
A com m ittee consisting of Messrs. Devlin 
and D ePue was selected to look into the 
m atter. 


LOCAL IMPROVEMENT. 


R oad O v erseer C hance Offers Som e Sug­ 
gestions on th e Subject. 
E ds. R ecobd-Unio n: A s all good citi­ 
zens of Sacram ento city an d county appear 
to be interested in th e im provem ent of the 
city, and as there have been m any sugges­ 
tions and com m unications upon th e su b ­ 
ject, I hope th at your readers, including the 
enthusiastic Im provem ent C om m ittee, will 
pardon m e for m aking a few suggestions, 
Now, in m y opinion, th e principal interest 
to th e welfare of th e Tiity and county has 
oeen ignored. 
T his Street Im provem ent 
C om pany has incorporated w ith a capital 
of $50,000, and is w illing, I suppose, to in ­ 
crease it to $150,000. 
All should adm ire their good in te n tio rs 
and duly appreciate th eir m otives, as ot r 
streets (and som e of our county roads) are 
in a deplorable condition. 
B ut there are other enterprises w hich 
should receive som e consideration. 
F or 
instance, show us one m anufacturing estab­ 
lishm ent, outside th e railroad shops, that 
furnishes any considerable em ploym ent for 
our citizens. 
It is hardly necessary to state 
th at we are every year sending enough of 
the farm ers’ m oney to Stockton and B enicia 
alone to m aintain a factory of our ow n, and 
thus retain the m oney at hom e am ong our 
ow n industrial classes. 
W e w ould th u s 
save th e expense of freights and com m is­ 
sions and give our m echanics and laborers 
em ploym ent, and thus w ould receive the 
benefit and also add to the progress of the 
city. 
Now, suppose we should succeed, by a 
corporation of the business m en of th e city, 
in reducing th e cost of street im provem ent 
a few cents per front foot, w hat have we 
accom plished? 
W e have th u s succeeded 
in driving aw ay from our doors and th eir 
little hard-earned hom es a class of honest, 
hard-w orking citizens that the business 
m en of this corporation are dependent upon 
to-day for th eir support. 
Suppose, for a m om ent, th at this corpo­ 
ration should succeed in getting control of 
all the available m aterial for th e construc­ 
tion of public thoroughfares, w ould not 
the city and county be placed at their 
m ercy? 
W e have a t p re sen ta n im m ense 
am ount of gravel of good quality for road­ 
ways and public inlets to the city, th at is 
offered at low figures. 
T he railroad com ­ 
pany is also w illing to furnish gravel c-r 
cobbles from Folsom at low rates, if the 
property-ow ners are disposed to pay a liv­ 
ing price. 
T here are plenty ot our sm all 
contractors th at are m ore th an w illing to 
do the w ork, and do it according to speci­ 
fications and at reasonable prices. 
W hy w ould it not be better for th is cor­ 
poration to invest this fifty thousand dol­ 
lars—or say one hundred and fifty th o u ­ 
sand—in som e m anufacturing enterprise, 
and th u s increase, in stiad of dim inishing, 
the dem and for labor. 
Now, th e enterpris­ 
ing citizens th at inaugurated this m ove 
certainly have m y best wishes, for if they 
have done no m ore they have aw akened an 
interest in the m atter, and I hope they will 
receive the hearty co-operation of all. Now, 
M essrs. Editors, as I once prom ised you to 
never again in tru d e upon your readers, I 
will refer this m atter to interested parties 
and say, once for all, I am done. Give us a 
______ 
Chance.

EXECUTIVE CLEMENCY. 


T hom as H nllorau P a rd o n e d —W hy Looney 
G ot Off'. 
T he G overnor granted a pardon yester­ 
day to T hom as H alloran, w ho was con­ 
victed in th e Police Court of San Francisco, 
in Jan u ary , 1890, of m isdem eanor and sen­ 
tenced to sixty days’ im prisonm ent. 
T he 
pardon is granted on th e strength of the 
follow ing letter from Judge H ale R ix : 
As Police Judge. I some time ago convicted 
and sent to the House of Correction one Thomas 
Halloran, for sixty days, on a charge of misde­ 
meanor. His time will be up in about fifteen 
days. I find that his occupation is that of cook, 
and attached to a ship that sails on Thursday 
n e x t-in two days—and they want him on the 
ship, and I know of no way to release him ex­ 
cept the action of the Governor. I think it best 
to let him go, if your Excellency will do it. 
In granting a pardon to E dw ard D. 
Looney, m ention of w hich fact was m ade 
in yesterday’s R ecord-Un ion, the E xecu­ 
tive says: 
Looney was tried on an information charging 
him with having killed one W. S. Riddle. lh e 
jury returned a verdict of manslaughter, recom­ 
mending the prisoner to the mercy of the Court. 
The killmg by the defendant was admitted. 
The testimony tended to show on the part of 
the defense that the defendant was covered by 
the riile of the deceased at the time the fatal 
shot was delivered, and this testimouv tended 
to show that defendant had good reason to be­ 
lieve that his life was in danger, and justified 
his shooting of the deceased. 
Hon. Marion Biggs writes me that he has 
known Looney for more than twenty years past 
as a young man of splendid morals, good dispo­ 
sition, industrious, sober and a good citizen, 
and recommends him as worthy of clemency. 
C. N. Reed, editor of the Gridley Herald states 
in a personal letter that the preponderance of 
public sentiment disapproved of the verdict 
rendered by the jury, and having personally 
attended the trial, listened carefully to the evi­ 
dence, being fully inlormed regarding the cir­ 
cumstances culminating in the tragedv. he is 
firmly convinced that the virdict was an unjust 
one. 
The petition is signed by Judge P. O Hundley, 
Leon Freer (the District Attorney), the entire 
jury. S. s. Boynton, editor Oroville Register: E. 
B. Price, editor Oroville Mercury; Watson Chal­ 
mers, editor Chico Daily Enterprise; .1. M. Cofl- 
mau. editor Biggs Argun, and by the county 
Officers and many of the citizens of Butte county.

Graves, representing the Georgia Agricul­ 
tural Association, and J. P. Jones, repre­ 
senting the colored cotton tanners and 
planters of Arkansas, both colored men, 
m ade 
argum ents against 
its 
passage. 
Graves pleaded for the protection of the 
cotton seed industry and against the bur­ 
dens imposed by the bill, on the ground 
that it fiad contributed more than any­ 
thing else to improve the condition of the 
colored farmers and laborers of the South. 
To pass this bill, he asserted, would be the 
entering of the wedge which would separ­ 
ate the colored people from the Republican 
party. 
Jones, in the course of his argument, 
said if cotton seed oil must be taxed, why 
not tax Western hogs? 
Why break down 
one industry that another should be pro­ 
tected? The Republican party is com­ 
mitted to the policy of protection of A m er­ 
ican industries, but had it placed in the 
Chicago platform the singular creed that 
one industry should he taxed to death that 
another should be protected the party 
would have been buried so deep by the 
weight of public disfavor that Gabriel's 
tium pet would not awaken it. The system 
inaugurated by the Republican party of 
taxing one industry to protect another will 
be resented by the great mass of the'people, 
and the party that insanely attem pts it will 
be hurled from power. 
The Democratic party, Jones said, is 
committed to free trade. 
If there is any­ 
thing in their professions, we confidently 
look to them to defeat this most pernicious 
measure. 
This bill, stripped of all disguise, 
resolves itself into this condition: The 
W estern hog against the Southern negro.

There are over 200 oil mills, mostly in 
the South.

W a s h in g t o n , April 9 t h . — The question 
of the employment of aliens upon ship3 in 
the United States Navy came up for dis­ 
cussion in the House yesterday upon the 
bill to prevent this practice intioduced by 
McAdoo of New Jersey. Boutelie offered 
an am endm ent, which was agreed to, that 
the Act should go into effect July 1, 1890, 
the amendm ent being designed to prevent 
the re-eniislm ent of aliens at foreign sta­ 
tions 
During the discussion it came out 
that the bill was aimed particularly at Chi­ 
nese sailors, who almost exclusively man 
American vessels, and particularly on the 
Pacific stations, and Cummings of New 
York said that he recently read a letter 
from an American saiior’in the Asiatic 
squadron that Chinese sailors were paid 
higher wages than Americans. The bill 
was finally pasted, alter being further 
amended to allow five years' service to be 
considered as residence in the United States 
and to perm it the enlistment of aliens in 
cases of emergency. 
F in n o f A rb itration . 
W ashington.

9th.—The 
Pan- 
American Conierence is drawing to a close. 
T he Committee on General W elfare has 
agreed upon a plan of arbitration for the 
settlem ent of difficulties between American 
nations, and it will be adopted without a 
doubt. The plan is that whenever any dif­ 
ference arises between two or more Amer­ 
ican republics it shall be referred to the 
Government of some other republic for 
settlement, without an appeal to arms.

IN THE SENATE. 
Washington, April 9th.—Among th e bills re­ 
ported iu the Senate tc-day from the com m it­ 
tees aud placed on the calendar, was the Senate 
bill to am end the th ird section of the Inter-state 
Commerce Act. 
After the reading of the journal to-day, a 
letter was received from the Seer, tary of the 
Treasury, transm itting a telegram from the 
Collector of Customs at San Diego, Cal., a n ­ 
nouncing the capture there of thirteen Chinese 
who had endeavored to escape th e Exclusion 
Act. 
Hale, from the A ppropriations Com m ittee, re­ 
ported back w ithout am endm ent tbe bill to 
refund the lunds stolen by the late cashiei Sil- 
coit and m oved its im m ediate consideration. 
The bill was passed w ithout objection or debate. 
Evarts presented petitions irom the Metho­ 
dists aud Presbyterians of New York protesting 
against the bill for tbe enum eration of the 
Cli iuese. 
The M ontana election case then cam e up as 
unfinished business, and Pugn resum ed the 
floor in bch&if of Clarke aud M agiuuis. 
Turpie presented an argum ent on the same 
side of the question. The Canvassing Board at 
H elena liad no right to throw out the abstract 
of returns at Precinct 34. They had not dared 
to throw out the abstract for the whole county 
because th at would have defeated the Republt- 
cau candidates for Congress. The action of the 
Territorial Board o f Canvassers was an act of 
usurpation, aud therefore utterly void. The 
“elim iuation" of Precinct 34 was null, aud 
therefore tne election of the five delegates from 
Silver Bow county was null. The word •‘elim in­ 
ation," as used by the T erritorial Canvassers, 
was a m ellifluous euphonism of th at bodv for 
an act ot forgery. 
Upon a claim so detestably 
false w hat legal title (he said) could be m ade? 
He asked w hether an abridgem ent of a lien 
was to have more force than the whole edition. 
He th en characterized the rejection of the votes 
of Precinct 34 as an act oi •’strangling" on the 
part of "three thugs of the R eturning Board.” 
F urther oo, he spoke o f the 
Canvassing 
Board as a"trip p le eoil of adders," composed 
of a Chief Justice from Yerulam , a cecretary 
from Sodom aud a Governor from Gomorrah, 
aud wound up w ith a scathing denunciation of 
all concerned. 
in the course of the discussion as to tim e for 
a vote, it was stated by Morgan th at the Demo­ 
cratic Senators were ready to vote upon the 
question w ithout further debate. The ofl'er was 
accepted on the Republican side, but the ar­ 
rangem ent was defeated by Call takiug the 
floor aud stating his desire to address the Senate 
on lhe subject to-morrow. 
The M ontana election case having been laid 
aside, H ale asked unanim ous consent to have 
the Chinese census enum eration taken up and 
disposed of. but Evarts objected, and then Hale 
m ade a form al m otion to th at effect. 
The m otiou m et w ith resistance on the Repub­ 
lican side, but all the Democrats sided w ith 
Hale aud tbe vote resulted yeas 32; noes, 19, and 
tbe bill was taken up 
Hale said he did riot desire to take up tim e 
w ith the bill, and was willing to proceed w ith a 
vote on the pending am endm ent. 
Evarts said he regarded the am endm ents re­ 
ported by the Census Com m ittee as an im prove­ 
m ent on his bill, and was willing th at they 
should be adopted, but as to the m erits of the 
bill itself, it was his desigu aud his duty to de­ 
bate it at some length. 
M itchell explained the purpose of the am end­ 
m ents which he offered. He did uot like the 
bill very w ell as it cam e from the House, but as 
am ended by the Senate Committee it was. he 
said, absolutely worthless and insufficient. He 
desired to have the pending bill am ended to 
require Chinese to show they were residents on 
the first of October, 1888 (the date of the Scott 
Exclusion act), instead of (as the Senate am end­ 
m ent proposed, on the 1st of June, 1893.) He 
asked Hale w hether he was willing to give a 
certificate that should be good as a "ticket of 
leave.” or ‘ticket of stay” to those Chinese who 
got into the country unlaw fully since October, 
i8S8. 
Hale adm itted that be was willing to give 
am nesty to 500 or 600 Chinese 
persons who 
cam e since October, 1888, for the sake of closing 
th e doors in the future. 
Hearst said his idea and notion oflegislation 
ou this subject was the passage of a law that 
would exclude Chinese from com ing to the 
country after a certain date, but would treat 
the Chinese already here fairly. 
M itchell agreed w ith Hearst, and desired to 
have a law exclude all Chinese except m em ­ 
bers of diplom atic corps. 
Dawes w anted to know w hat use there would 
be iu having Chines diplom ats adm itted if thev 
h ad no Chinese interests to look after. 
“ I would rather never see a Chinese diplom at 
here," was M itchell’s reply, "th a n perm it the 
country to be overrun by the yellow hordes of 
the Chinese Em pire." 
w ithout action the Sen­ 
ate adjourned. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
W ashington, April 9th.— Bv 
request 
the 
House Committee on A griculture to-day re­ 
opened the hearing on the Conger lard com ­ 
pound bill and the butterw orth anti option bill, 
both of w hich had been reported to the House 
w ith favorable recom m endation. On the first 
nam ed bill A. Graves, representing the Georgia 
A gricultural 
Association, 
and 
J. Pennoyer 
Jones, representing the colored cotton farm ers 
and planters of A rkansas (both colored), m ade 
argum ents against the passage. Graves declared 
th at if cotton seed were taxed and Western hogs 
let free it would result in the alien aro n ot the 
colored race from lhe Republican party and its 
signal defeat. 
o n m otion of strubel of Iowa the Senate 
am endm ent was non-eoncurred in in the bill 
providing'for town-site enttiea of laud in O kla­ 
hom a, and a conference was ordered. 
The House w ent into a Committee of tbe 
Whole on the naval appropriation bill. W ilkin­ 
son of 1 .ouiaiana said he would not em ulate 
Great Britain in building ships, but China had 
a better tigbting arm am ent to d ay than the 
United States. 
This Governm ent had been 
taking extrem e m easures w ith China. It was 
part of proper precaution to build ships w hich 
could cope w ith those of nations upon w hich 
contum ely had been cast. 
He advocated the 
establishm ent of a navy yard at Algiers, i.a. 
Adams of Illinois said the people he repre­ 
sented were anxious for a navy yard at the 
m outh of the Mississippi river. 
Colon of Louisiana advocated New Orleans. 
Bending final action the com m ittee rose aud the 
House adjourned.

The entries for the coining spring meet­ 
ing, which is to be the first held under the 
auspices of the State A gricultural Society, 
closed ou Monday, the 7ih instant, and 
were yesterday opened and made public by 
Secretary Sm ith. In num bers and quality 
they exceed the usual entries made at the 
fall meetings of the Society, thereby show­ 
ing that the new departure on the part of 
the Society was in keeping with the desires 
of the breeders and owners of thorough­ 
breds in general. 
The nam ing ot the class of horses to be 
found among the entries insures a meeting 
of more than ordinary extent, and one that 
will attract the attention of not only turf 
patrons, but the public in general. The 
am ount of stakes to be contested for ag­ 
gregate $25,000—a sum greatly in excess of 
the usual local spring meelings. The pub­ 
lic-spirited citizens of Sacramento, recog­ 
nizing the advantages possessed by Sacra­ 
mento for the perm anent establishm ent of 
a grand spring race meeting on a scale in 
keeping with California’s position in the 
live-stock world, resolved to assist in a 
financial way to that pnd. The S’.ate A gri­ 
cultural Society readily consented to take 
charge of, conduct and m aintain these 
meetings annually if sufficient encourage­ 
m ent was offered by the aid above referred 
to. T hat they have done their share thus 
far is evidenced by the encouragement ren­ 
dered by the horsemen in general by m ak­ 
ing liberal entries to the events announced. 
The conditions of these various stakes 
and purses are so formulated as to make 
each a separate contest if taken part in by 
the same anim als. 
The distances and 
weights are changed in each instance, 
thereby m aking a difftrent character of 
contest each time. The num erous handi­ 
caps in this programme, where anim als are 
so weighted as to equalize their chances, 
makes the result uncertain and correspond­ 
ingly interesting. 
The subscription to these stakes by such 
breeders as Senator Lelaud Stanford, L. U. 
Shippee, L. J. Rose, H . I. Thornton, C. T. 
Boots, Senator H earst and.others, insures 
contests above reproach and where m erit 
alone will achieve success. 
The meeting will be exclusively a run­ 
ning, or in turf parlance, what is called a 
"race” meeting. This is not done with a 
disparaging view towards the trc t er or pacer, 
but simply to give the public an entertain­ 
ment ol the most fitting character at this 
season of the year. It is r.ot practicable this 
early to hold a trotting meeting, as the bet­ 
ter class of trotting stock are now in the 
stud, the youngsters out of training, leav­ 
ing but a few campaigners to fill all events 
that could be given, as owners of any 
promising trotter or pacer would not at­ 
tempt to give his anim al a record prior to 
the opening of the big circuit in the fall. 
Consequently it has been shown by experi­ 
ence that public interest is centered wholly, 
at this tim e ot the year, on the tleety 
‘bang-tails.” From indications at hand, 
Secretary Smith informs us that he would 
not be surprised at seeing as large an 
attendance at this meeting as is common 
during the State Fair. The interior, as 
weil as the newspapers of the metropolis 
and this city, have given this proposed ex­ 
perim ent their support, believing an addi­ 
tional attraction of this character would 
greatly enhance the value of our State for 
Breeding purposes, as the more opportuni­ 
ties thereat» 10 race the more extensive will 
be these interests, and for which California 
is peculiarly adapted. 
The Executive Committee of the State 
Board, who have the management of de­ 
tails in charge, have resolved to not issue 
season tickets, but fix the admission at the 
rate usually charged at all first-class meet­ 
ings at $1, including grand stand and quar- 
terstretch privileges. 
Life members will, 
of course, be furnished with their usual 
rickets of admission, but complimentaries 
will be confined exclusively to members of 
the press. As this meeting has no re­ 
sources but its own to meet, the expenses at­ 
tendant on this rule will be rigidly observed.
